Comments about frequency generators for AM and short waves 
Dear amigo Wolfie: The old equipment at General Pacheco RAE 


transmitting site works quite well considering reported poor 
maintenance and old age. BUT it is not the fault of a transmitter to 


be OFF frequency. The problem is at the frequency synthetizer that 
generates the carrier wave fed to the transmitter. 


ITU specifies 10 Hertz as maximum deviation from your registered 
frequency, in order to avoid co'channel beat frequencies that are very 
annoying to listeners. 


In the early days at RHC our Brown Boveri four transmitters used 
crystal control, with the quartz crystals contained within a 
thermostatically controlled oven, just like the old AM broadcast band 
transmitters. 


For the short wave bands, it was standard practice to use lower 
frequencies to generate the carrier, followed by frequency 
multiplication, to reach the desired output frequency. 


Example: a 2940 kHz crystal using a special low temperature drift cut, 
and inside the oven, was fed to two frequency doublers to reach 11760. 


Nowadays frequency synthetizers referenced to typically a 10.000000 
megaHertz frequency standard are used. If available you can sync the 
10 MHz standard to a GPS system. 


Also it is very important to have a properly calibrated frequency 
meter that is constantly checked against a frequency standard, like 
the National Standard Frequency System of the country. Using old tech, 
you can check against WWV and WWVL, on 2.5, 5.0, 10.0 and if you have 
good reception 60 kHz too.

All India Radio is considering shutting down shortwave for its 
external services and instead relying on an Internet-delivered 
service. As reported in John Figliozzi's "Shortwave Center", fully 

95% of the External Services Divisionis budget is spent on transmitter 
maintenance, and 5% is spent on content and staff salaries. There is 
concern that less-developed regions would suffer if shortwave were 
cut, but there is also concern that shortwave utilization doesnit 
deliver an impact worth its costs. 


Radio Exterior de Espa0a has already ended English programming via 
shortwave, though audio is regularly produced that can be downloaded. 
Unfortunately this audio doesnit seem to be produced daily, and there 
are gaps in the offerings posted on the REE website. Spanish language 
broadcasting is still offered, and apparently marine interests are the 
reason shortwave has been maintained at least somewhat. 


Voice of Greece has returned to the airwaves after the station had 
been shuttered by the government and then operated outside of its 
government-funded status. Alas, there no longer is specific English 
language programming, but the Voice of Greece has long featured Greek 
ethnic music that is a real treat.

I know, I know; the loss of any broadcaster from shortwave represents 
another nail into the coffin of irrelevance for shortwave listening, 
and thatis a cause for concern. However, as a program listener, I am 
less concerned, because I generally found VOIRI to be relatively 
unlistenable for program content. There is just way too much anti- 
American invective for me to want to listen. Their programming would 
be more interesting -- to me, anyway -- if it focused on improving my 
understanding of Iranian culture, values, and morals -- themes that 
might draw my interest and alter my opinion. 


VOIRI is on Thomas Witherspoonis SWLing blog as an iendangeredi 
shortwave station, so this might be the first step in a withering of 
shortwave utilization -- so catch éem while you can, if thatis 
important to you. 


As for the programming available via the web, itis available at URL 
http: //parstoday.com 

You have your choice of live audio, available 24 hours per day, along 
with archives of individual programs, and also an archive of 30 daysi 
programs. Each dayis program runs 12 hours in length and begins at 
Q823 UT, according to the IRIB website.

I have to admit that in haven't recently given VOIRI the attention it 
maybe deserves, so was interested to read your comments above.

While double-checking the times of the broadcasts of the BBC World 

Service technology program "Click" via shortwave as noted in my chart 
available here: 

http: //swling.com/blog/2016/05/richards-updated-bbc-click-shortwave-schedule/ 


I noted that at 1432 UT, the program was coming in well on 11890 kHz 
from the Singapore transmitter as monitored using the U. Twente 
receiver but that the other frequency, 15310 kHz from Oman, was being 
very effectively jammed and no BBC audio could be heard. Shortly 
before 1500, the 15310 frequency shifts to Persian from a transmitter 
in Thailand and that could be heard above the jamming. But at about 
1503, the jamming stopped and is still off as I enter this. I presume 
the jamming came from Iran and the target should have been the 1500 
Persian broadcast but that the Iranian jamming authorities are asleep 
at the switch. Or that their automated procedure is mis-programmed. 
Perhaps the Persian broadcast used to be an hour earlier? (Richard 
Langley, NB, May 11, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Never heard of Iranian jamming against BBCWS English. So, a decade 
ago, Iranian security services jammed former KOL Israel Persian 
external service channels on shortwave, like bubble tone jamming, but 
never BUZZ-scratching metallic sound WHITE NOISE type jamming. An easy 
task: 


look at the (*) ASTERIX column 'B', - for example on Aoki Nagoya list 
database; for past 4-5 years China mainland jamming organization 
jammed a lot of BBCWS shortwave broadcast channels, even Ascension 
outlets used for all Africa target, and many others. Either CNR1 word 
or BUZZ WHITE NOISE jamming observed, both sky wave jamming widely to 
cover all China target, but also low power transmissions in the 
vicinity of big China's cities. Sometimes White Noise jammer blocks 
visible 24 hrs even in hours when BBC is not on service on that 
channel. Richard may look at the Perseus screen display of BBC 
transmissions. 73 wb (Wolfgang B,schel, ibid.) 


Thanks for your comments, Wolfy. Are you intimating: 

1) That Iran does not currently jam any broadcasts on shortwave 
(although they are know to jam satellite broadcasts)? And, in 
particular, they do not jam BBC shortwave broadcasts of any kind? 
2) That you think the jammer on 15310 kHz is Chinese and they are 
deliberately jamming the BBC WS in English?

If you read a lot of Mexican station websites and business items, you 


may or may not be aware of a major difference between demographic 
segmentation in the US and Mexico. 


In the US, audiences are measured by age group. We talk of the 18-49 
"demo" (25-54 for cable news and some other channels), for instance, 
and radio ratings are reported by age bracket. 


But in Mexico, the audience measurement system is different. I've 
known this for some time, but I was perusing the IFT's Fourth 
Quarterly Report (a real stat fest), I finally found good and official 
definitions. 


The Index of Socioeconomic Levels (INSE) was created by the Mexican 
Association of Market Intelligence and Public Opinion (AMAI). The INSE 
classifies households into a letter grade (A/B, C+, C, C-, D+, D, E) 
based on eight variables: level of education of head of household; 
number of bedrooms; number of full bathrooms; number of light bulbs; 
number of cars; ownership of a shower; ownership of a stove; and the 
type of flooring in the house. 


ABC+ comprises 21% of urban homes in Mexico, 34.1% are in C, 18.5% in 
D+ and the remaining 26.4% in DE. 


In broadcasting terms, typically ABC+, C and D are the main 
demographics discussed. The fact that AMAI uses education as part of 
its assessment implicitly is good news for stations that program, say, 
English-heavy formats. This has declined a bit, but especially in the 
past, there were some big (and probably high-billing) English-heavy 
stations in Mexico, such as Radio VIP and the Stereorey network. 
Stereorey probably commanded a great billing among ABC+ audiences, and 
.xtasis Digital, Radiorama's English AC format, is described as 
"selective" in terms of socioeconomic levels (Radiorama Nayarit's site 
features full profiles of the target demos of their stations). The 
same goes for talkers, like Radio FUrmula.

CDBS. What xusuallyx happens, is that someone gets a construction 
permit and builds the station. When they're done building, they spend 
a few days with Program Test Authority making sure everything works 
properly. Once they're convinced it's working, they file for a License 
to Cover - and begin regular programming. And the station lives 
happily ever after. 


Once I see that application, I regard the station as on the air. 


What is happening unfortunately often these days, is that they finish 
construction, operate the station for a few hours to prove it's 
working, file for the License to Cover -- and then turn the station 
off. They're supposed to notify the FCC the station is dark, but 
sometimes they don't. 


I see the License to Cover and know the station is operating -- but 
the Daily Digest doesn't report silent STAs, so I never find out they 
immediately turned it back off.

The "Codec" is the method used to digitize the audio and/or video 
stream. Common audio codecs include MP3, MPEG 1 (MP1), Ogg, AAC, and 
Dolby Digital. Common video codecs include MPEG-2, MPEG-4/H.264, and 
HEVC/H.265. 


ATSC digital TV only officially supports Dolby Digital audio and MPEG- 
2 video. It is technically possible to use other codecs. I'm hearing 
some Mexican stations have subchannels using MPEG-4. Many Ion stations 
are transmitting several scrambled Airbox channels using MPEG-4 video 
and AAC audio. 


A strictly ATSC compliant TV will know these subchannels exist but 
won't be able to decode the audio and/or video. Some TVs have the 
ability to decode codecs that aren't strictly part of ATSC. MPEG-4 
video is part of the standard in some European countries - so many TVs 
support it. 


That's what I'm guessing is going on. K17JN has 17.3 and 17.6 
configured to use a codec other than Dolby Digital, and your Sanyo TV

I saved this QSL for last because it is for a medium wave station 
reception rather than a shortwave station reception and the validity 
of the verification is incomplete, which comes as no surprise due to 
the nature of this particular radio station. 


I received Radio AmEricas, also know as Radio Swan, in early 1967 (my 
logs are misplaced, so I don't know the exact date). In response, I 
received a signed QSL card that is otherwise blank and does not 
mention the frequency, time nor date of my reception report. 


A program schedule accompanied the QSL card and both were contained in 
an envelope postmarked Miami, but with two conflicting return 


addresses and a fake Swan Island postmark. 


Back in 2008, I wrote the following in my weekly Surfin' column on the 


ARRL website: 


In early 1967, I heard Radio Americas operating on 1160 kc. 
Honduras-to-Connecticut (almost 1600 miles) on the AM broadcast band 
is an excellent catch in anybody's logbook, but what made this one 
more interesting was that Radio Americas was supposedly a clandestine 
operation run by a secret government agency that was trying to 
undermine the Castro regime in Cuba. 


At the time, the Radio Americas story was just speculation, but it 
was pretty exciting stuff for this teenager during the height of the 
Cold War and the era of Goldfinger and 007. Just the words 
"clandestine radio" sounded exciting and mysterious back then. 
Needless to say, I was shocked when the Radio Americas QSL card 
arrived in the mail, since I did not think that spies acknowledged 
their clandestine operations. 


Radio Americas was indeed a CIA operation broadcasting US propaganda 
into Cuba during the 1960s. The station claimed to transmit from US 
territory, but the FCC claimed that it knew nothing about it!

Attacks on independent media in Tajikistan have increased markedly 
over recent months, prompting concern about the future of the 
country's few but feisty non-government outlets in a region notorious 
for its hostility toward a free press. 


Tajik authorities have stepped-up efforts to obstruct the public's 
access to information by blocking websites, withholding information in 
the public interest from journalists, harassing and publicly 
denouncing journalists, and launching bogus judicial proceedings with 
the intent of discouraging independent reporting. 


"The aim of the government appears to be to block all sources of 
information," said RFE/RL Tajik Service director Sojida Djakhfarova, 
whose staff and Dushanbe-based operations have been particularly hard- 
hit. 


According to Human Rights Watch, internet service providers in 


Tajikistan claim the government's communications ministry periodically 
orders them to block websites, among them Google, Facebook, and the 
Tajik Service's website, known locally as Radio Ozodi. The ministry 
denies this. 


Explaining why such interference has increased recently, Djakhfarova 
speculates that Radio Ozodi's reporting on Islamic extremism in Tajik 
society has touched a nerve. It is after reports on the subject are 
published on Ozodi's website and social media pages that they are then 
blocked. 


Other sensitive topics include stories about social and economic 
problems, investigative reporting on how institutions have failed 
average citizens, and just about anything that may cast the Tajik 
government in an unflattering light. 


"Topics like infringements on political rights, the economy, and 
unemployment are strictly prohibited by officials," Djakhfarova said. 
"If you're a journalist reporting on these issues, officials call you 
unpatriotic and accuse you of attempting to destabilise the 
government." 


In addition to blocking news websites, the government has attempted to 
tighten control over journalists themselves, intimidating them with 
financial pressure, threats of defamation suits, and arbitrary 
arrests, according to Reporters Without Borders. This harassment often 
includes ad-hominem attacks by pro-government media. 


"On several occasions officials have approached our journalists to 
scold them for being unpatriotic by reporting negative information and 
damaging the country's image," said Djakhfarova. "If you don't obey 
their 'friendly' advice, the usual punishment is loss of 
accreditation, but it is sometimes worse." 


Within a two week period in late April 2016, Djakhfarova says there 
were at least five slanderous articles published in local, pro- 
government media against RFE/RL journalists and Radio Ozodi. 
Previously, such attacks were rare. 


"They write that our stories are ‘too influential’ and endanger the 
stability of the country, and they falsely accuse us of working for 
the CIA," she said. 


A referendum set for May 22, 2016 could be one reason the government 
is targeting independent media at this time. The referendum would 
authorise a change in the constitution to allow President Emomali 
Rahmon, who has been in office since 1994, to run for re-election 
indefinitely. Human Rights Watch has reported that, in the run-up to 


the vote, journalists, opposition activists, and anyone voicing 
criticism in matters of state is taking a risk; according to their 
research, several have disappeared. 


Media freedom in Tajikistan has long been a function of presidential 
prerogative. For years, Freedom House has designated it as "not free", 
scoring it at 83rd out of 100, with 100 being the "least free" in its 
2016 Freedom of the Press report. 


Access to free information is further hindered by the country's low 
level of internet penetration which, partly as a result of the 
country's poverty and remote, mountainous location, is among the 
lowest in the world. 


Despite the challenges, RFE/RL's Tajik service confounds all 
expectations with audience statistics that are higher than ever. In 
March 2016, visits to its website totalled 1.5 million, an increase of 
20 per cent over the previous month. Because the website is 
periodically blocked, web users in the country have taken to using 
virtual private networks (VPNs) to privately access internet content 
and evade monitoring. The VPNs are especially popular on mobile 
phones. The service attracts another 1 million monthly views on its 
YouTube channel. 


Notwithstanding such successes, and the demands for accurate 
information that drive them, the future of independent media in 
Tajikistan is uncertain. 


"Anything could happen because the situation is completely 
unpredictable," said Djakhfarova.

normally inbooming. Not a blackout, as 15370 Cuba is VG. At 2020 
recheck, now I do hear WRMI on 21675, 17790, 15770, 15440, 13695, 
11825, 11580, 11565, 9955. Another power outage at Okeechobee, I 
suppose (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


9955, May 7 at 0152, WRMI with AWR Wavescan ending JSWC log report 
with one as recent as March 30, so must be current show, then plugging 
for its own QSL (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


11530, May 8, 2016. 0114-0134, Family Radio, Okeechobee, in Spanish. A 
musical pgm: international songs in many languages and rhythms; no 
religious program till 0134 UT. Good signal and fair modulation, 45433 
(DXer - JosE Ronaldo Xavier, Cabedelo, PB, Brazil, RX (s) Degen 1103 & 
Sony ICF-SW100S, Portable Telescopic antenna, Hard-Core-DX mailing 
list via DXLD) 


xx US A [and non]. 11580, Monday May 9 at 1310-1335+, I'm enjoying 
World Music from WRMI, at first some unfamiliar tunes in a wide 
variety of genres, starting with some cha-cha-cha; by 1337 the 
familiar *‘Up2 & Away’, and 1342 Qur'an, which is legitimately 
treated as music in a broader sense. This hour is reliably scheduled 
for World Music, except on Sundays. 


Unfortunately, R. Australia, 9580 is also airing w.m. on ‘Daily 
Planet’ during same hour Mon-Thu, but with plenty of commentary and 
music ID by host Lucky Oceans; easy to switch exactly 2 MHz back and 
forth on the R75 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. 3250.08-AM, UT Sat May 7 at 0103, WBCQ’s new transmitter is 
on again, during “Allan Weiner Worldwide’ (as he announced earlier, 
tnx to tip from John Carver). It’s very poor here in summer noise 
level, exactly the wrong season to initiate it, but it should be all 
set for winter. Allan had said he would get it operational once he 
returned to Maine, which he now has, but not feeling well with the 
flu; GWQ. 


I find 3250+ to be // and almost synched with 7489.95-AM. Also check 
5129.91-AM but it’s playing music instead (and 9330 is as usual off 
after 0100). In this third semihour of show, he’s responding to real- 
time e-mail including reception reports, and someone said 5130 had 
been on 30 second delay behind the others, which was due to running 
thru Larry Will*‘s Area 51 server. 


Allan fiddles with computers and at 0108:15, gets °°5110°° back in // 
and synchronized with him on **7490°*. An hour earlier I had tried 


both WBCQ video feeds but neither would connect, just displaying the 
WBCQ logo, and now he confirms he’s not doing any video this week. 
Says he is endorsing Trump since ‘‘we need a change’’, altho there are 
a few things he likes about Hillary. 


By next check 0136, 7490, 3250 and 5130 are all running TOM but 
unsounding like BS himself. At 0142 I am getting a het from 3251.6, 
like a previous occasion, and suspect it’s coming out of the same 
transmitter, rather than something local here or external. Anyhow, by 
0210, 3250.08 and 3251.6 are both off as is 5130, leaving nothing but 
BS on 7490 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1825, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


For what it's worth. I tried 3250 and it was unlistenable to me. At 
the end of AWWW I tuned to 5130. Brother Scare was on. I agree he 
didn't sound normal but I heard voice inflections that sounded like 
his so assumed it was a much younger version of Brother Scare. It 
played for approximately fifteen or sixteen minutes and then was 
replaced with filler from Area 51 until the top of the air and then 
signed off. I can only hope that 3250 sounds better this winter when I 
usually lose 7490 (John H. Carver, Jr., Mid-North Indiana UT Sat May 
7, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


7489.99, UT Sunday May 8 at 0017, WBCQ with J. P. Ferraro on 
“Shortwave Saturday Night’, about freedom of speech; FCC is packed 
with *‘digitalists’* who think everything should go digital, ‘‘a bad 
idea, which will take free radio away from us** (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


3250 was simulcasting 5130 all last evening. Don't know how long they 
will be doing this but worth checking out this evening. Still no joy 
here with 3250, and 5130 was so noisy last night was barely able to 
copy (John Carver, Mid-North Indiana, May 8, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


[Re Amateur Radio Roundtable publicity]: Getting simple facts wrong 
again: It's Dry Tortugas, not Tortuga. Ft. Jefferson is on Garden Key. 
The Tortugas are not in the Caribbean, It's in the Gulf of Mexico. 


I've pointed this out before, but worth mentioning again: the Dry 
Tortugas are in the Central Time Zone, though the Park staff mostly 
mentally and physically function on Eastern due to their interaction

But a narrow opening, 
not affecting 15610 WEWN at similar distance, nor 15555-USB WJHR, JBA 
after 1400. Didn't have a chance to check for greater MUF until a few 
hours later when some W7 hams were making it on 18 MHz, but no 
broadcast remotes heard on 25-26 MHz. DX map showed some 50 MHz ham DX 
during the day across the USA (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 12105, May 10 at 0039, still at 0046 and 0057, dead air from 
WTWW-3 instead of Bibling Worldwide; while 9475, WTWW-1 is blasting 
away SFAW as usual; and WTWW-2 is off. 


12105, May 10 at 2010, S9+20 dead air from WTWW-3, instead of Bibling 
Worldwide. Was it continuously dead all that time, evening and when 
back on in afternoon? 


5085, May 11 at 0611, dead air from WTWW-2, instead of ‘Midnight [sic] 
in the Desert’ (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 9370, May 6 at 1911, WWRBS is still AWOL. 


5050, May 7 at 0130 check, WWRB is off, no Pirates’ Cove. All other 
possible WWRB frequencies registered by FCC with HFCC are also off: 
3185, 3195, 3215 [rather: WWCR], 9370. 


3185, May 8 at 0126, WWRB is on again with gospel huxter, but not BS, 
and in fact is // 5050, on the last two transmitters Dave still has. 
3185 previously had been reserved for The Overcomer only, but this is 
not even a surrogate on TOM, totally not // 5765 WRMI et al. Likewise 
9370 for TOM only in the daytime which has been missing several days. 
So now we wonder if Brother HyStairical has pulled out of WWRB 
completely? Which has been unable to funxion 24/7 for quite some time. 
3185 is missing again at 1130 when it should still be audible if on. 


5050 // 3185, May 10 at 0053, WWRBs are again in // playing Dave's 
favorite, Big Band music --- and no BS! 9370 remains off. BTW the 
storm noise level on 90m is $9+20, from adjacent counties to the north 
and east, including some tornados. 


So what does TOM SW schedule say about WWRB?

Still on there, 3185 and °°9385**, a frequency WWRB abandoned years 
ago as soon as WTJC self-destructed on preferable 9370.

The transmission ended abruptly at 2100 right 
in the middle of a sentence and without any closing announcements at 
all. 3 (Christer Brunstr*m, Halmstad, Sweden, SW Bulletin May 8 via 
DXLD) 3 = probably means the O of SIO, overall merit (gh) 


9275, May 6 at 1911, no signal from WMLK, while 9265 WINB makes S6-S7 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 540, May 5 at 0649 UT, a last check of MW before shut-eye, 
finds one signal in the clear on the R75 with E-W longwire, mentions 
Fort Dodge, and then **AM 540 KWMT**, and PSA from the Iowa State 
Patrol. No CBK, XEWA, KDFT, XETX or anything else to bother it. I can 
hear KWMT in the daytime on groundwave mixing with KDFT, so this could 
be groundwave too, which doesn’t go away at night, but is usually 
overridden by all the skywave. Except it needs to be on day power. 
5000/170 watts U3 which means same pattern day and night, a broad 
cardioid to the south, null to the north (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 650: Thanks to Paul, I can now add KGAB Orchard Valley, WY 
to my list of heard stations. I heard them both Wed morning and Thurs 
morning. And I’m sure in both low power, and high power. Interesting 
note on this, I started listening at 0530 [CDT presumably = 1030 UT] 
on my way to work. They were there weak, but I did catch an ID. Then 
at 0545, they went to 20 over S9. WOW!. Pretty clear to me they either 
increased power, or changed antenna patterns, or both. 


This was the case both mornings. My guess is someone is not paying 
attention. I'm betting a computer does these sorts of things. Perhaps 
no one changed to day light saving]s[ time on the change? 


Also this morning, right about 0550 or so, KGAB took a fade and in 
came WNMT Nashwauk, MN. They were in strong for quite a while and I 
was able to get several IDs and ads from the Iron Range (Scott Blixt, 
MN, May 5, MDXC yg via DXLD) 


xx US A. 790, May 6 at 1220 UT, end of National Farm Report, or plug 
for it in the familiar voice of good ol* Orion Samuelson, then local 
IDs for ‘‘K-Triple-X**, and more completely, °©°K-Triple-X and 100.3 
The Ride’*. WTFDA FM Database shows that is 100/100 kW KRDQ Colby KS, 
confirmed as ‘The Ride’ but not shown as // 790, and indeed with Hot 


AC, it may not be totally duplicative but rather a sibling station to 
C&W KXXX, which is now surely on day power of 5 kW. Initially no QRM 
from anything, not even KFYO Lubbick, but then KURM fades up, q.v., 
separable by wrist-twisting the DX-398 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


xx US A. 790, May 6 at 1222 UT, almost an hour post-sunrise, KURM 
fades up to compete with KXXX Colby KS. This one is advertising 
something at Blue Springs, KURM ID in passing as **‘Curm Radio’, 
reviewing a seemingly local baseball game of ‘‘our Cardinals** --- 
does that mean a namesake Rogers-Arkansas-area team rather than 
““their Cardinals** in St Louis? Also geographically odd is the ref to 
Blue Springs, which is a major suburb of Kansas City MO, and no such 
town in AR, but maybe a place of springs (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. 860, May 6 at 1226 UT, KKOW Pittsburg KS with birthday 
wishes to various listeners, including a 1-year-old, something large 
market stations dare not attempt if they want to have time for 
anything else, and then 1228 UT a *‘Mexican polca for those still 
celebrating Cinco de Mayo’*. This is a (week?)daily spot when they 
always play a polka, another cute tradition. Some of the b-days were 
advance for Saturday May 7 so presumably no polka dedications then 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 870, May 5 at 1150 UT, plugs for *‘Regional Radio**, then 
fade-out immediately. Propagationally it could be just WWL, but who 
uses that slogan? None listed in the NRC AM Log. Bingo! Search on 
radio-locator.com leads to KAAN Bethany MO with that very slogan. It's 
a 930-watt non-direxional daytimer which NRC has as OLD, *‘America’s 
Greatest Hits’*, and whose exact hours depend on WWL SR/SS. Bethany is 
12 miles south of Iowa on I-35 in NW Missouri. (In winters of 2014 & 
2015 I had signs of KAAN on daytime bandscans, but now I'm sure.) 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 1090, May 6 at 1857 UT, on the NRD-545, very poor signal but 
can make out an EWTN ID, so it’s KEXS Excelsior Springs MO, not bad 
for 8 kW ~300-mile groundwave at midband, major lobe slightly south of 
west to hit Kansas City best; considering how poorly the KC 710, 760, 
810, 980 stations make it here daytime {this was 25 minutes after 
Local Mean Noont (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 1480, May 8 at 0131 UT, racecar discussion, perhaps KQAM 
Wichita, and no classic country, so is KBXD off again? Recheck at 1148 
UT May 8, C&W seguEs with 4 Hz SAH against apparent open carrier, the 
latter KQAM? 1159 UT ID as KBXD Dallas, and jingle for ‘Wonderful K- 
Box in Dallas**, so they are xstill* stunting, and playing next, what 
else, ‘“‘Wichita Lineman’*! Guess there is no song about a Dallas 


lineman (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 1550, May 7 at 0159 UT, KUAZ Tucson ID, and ad, er, 
underwriting announcement for the Arizona Inn from 50 kW ND public 
radio daytimer. Its SR/SS for May are: 1230 UT/0215 UT; June: 1215 
UT/0230 UT. Soon losing out to KDCC, and feared it was sign-off time 
already (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. 1550, May 7 at 0159 UT, just after hearing KUAZ, twist the 
DX-398 a bit and get a Fox Sports Radio personality promo for local 
station, and ID as 1550 AM, KDCC, Dodge City, Kansas, 0200 UT into Fox 
News. KDCC is 1000/90 watts U3, same westward pattern day and night, 
supposedly protecting the other KS and OK 1550s, but sure doesn't 
sound like it now, and BTW, official sunset in May was 0145 UT (June & 
July: 0200 UT) (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. KKCL 1550 --- KKCL 1550 Golden, CO and its translator on 
96.9 (known as The Cloud) have been silent since at least April 27. It 
only operated for about 10 days before going silent. I have not been 
able to find out anything else yet. 73, (Kit, W5KAT, CO, May 10, ABDX 
via DXLD)

stations may remain silent for up to 10 days without Commission 
authority.

They haven't applied for an STA yet. My guess is they are searching 
for a new location for the translator, but I don't know why they would 
need to shut it down in the meantime. The move of the translator to 
the AM site was a flop. The original intention of the station 
according to their site was to serve Boulder, which the translator did 
very well from the original location, but they moved it to the AM site 
in what appeared to be an attempt to get the signal into Denver as 
well. It flopped both ways. From the AM site, the signal could not 
penetrate much of the Denver metro because KCCY from Pueblo/Colorado 
Springs puts a strong signal in from Cheyenne Mtn. and the translator 
cannot compete with it. They also lost Boulder in the move because the 
translator is much higher than in the original location, which puts 
Boulder in a shadow of the signal. I doubt that they can find a 
location that will put a signal into Boulder and Denver, so they will 


probably end up having to settle for just serving Boulder by moving it 
back to the valley Boulder is in. The signal from KCCY into most of 
Denver is just too strong for a translator to overcome. 73, (Kit 
W5KAT, CO, May 11, ibid.) 


xx US A. 1700, May 7 at 0157 UT, horrible roar QRMing KKLF, but I do 
make out an English ID for it underneath from Dallas-Fort Worth amid 
Tejana music (music is feminine, so can't be *‘tejano’*, unless your 
Spanish is really illiterate). I also noted this a few nights ago; 
first feared it was from some local device, but this is no weaker or 
stronger when I take the PL-880 out into the yard and street, and to 
boot, it nulls at the same direxion as KKLF. Totally out-of-whack 
transmitter? Is anyone else hearing this? Not a KKLF CE, apparently. 


1700, May 8 at 0129 UT, still getting hum/buzz presumably out of the 
KKLF TX transmitter, mixing with sportstalk from IA or RGV. Also at 
1141 UT. It would be nice if someone in The Metroplex would confirm 
this noise locally (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. 15825 & 13845, May 10 at 1248, VG signals from the two 
highest WWCR frequencies at one megameter, so I know from these useful 
only as pilots that there is sporadic E DX in play, still so after 
1400. DXmap shows MUF across North America of 93 MHz. 


But first, there is also tropo enhancement across OK and neighboring 
states. The Tulsa and Wichita markets are certainly up, among others, 
checking from 1435 UT, providing at least ‘bad’ DTV signals on all 
these channels, besides the usual ‘local’ OKC ones: 51, 49, 48, 46, 
45, 42, 36, 35, 31, 30, 28, 26, 22, 21, 20, 18, 14, 12, 11, 10, 8. 
Definitely 42, 35, 28 and 20 are Tulsa/Okmulgee/Muskogee stations, 
decoding, so better than bad. Furthermore these OKC channels are also 
“bad*’, i.e. disrupted by DX QRM: 50, 33, 27, and maybe 7. 


51 is particularly interesting, where I haven't seen anything since 
KSBI OKC moved to RF 23. And anything on a channel so high as 51 is 
not long for this world of FCC auxions. Could be LP in Tulsa, KXAP-LD, 
15 kW with Estrella. Or it could be from The Metroplex, KHFD-LD 
Dallas, judging from what I’m soon getting on FM. 


At 1452 UT May 10, I move from the TV sets to the south-facing porch 
with the DX-398 and PL-880, to see if I can pull any Es FM DX. But 
almost all the channels are blocked by the enhanced OK/KS signals --- 
except the one I start on, 87.75 MHz! Weak but steady so tropo, not 
Es, I am hearing a ‘radio’ station in Spanish, including ads, AC 214 
phone number for a Chinese buffet, i.e. Dallas, another AC 817 phone, 
i.e. Fort Worth. Also a Bible verse, some gospel music, and at 1458 
UT, ID as *‘Aliento 87.7°*, mentions *‘la oveja perdida’* (lost sheep) 
and refers to May 10 being Dia de la Madre in some countries (not a 


Sunday! Is it always May 10 there or always on a Tuesday??) 1459 UT ID 
with call letters but missed them, just *‘transmitiendo desde 
Dallas’*, ad for Muebleria Canales, gospel rock. 1508 UT canciUn 
““Traigo mi Perfume’*, another Aliento 87.7 ID in passing. 


This is obviously one of those **Franken-FMs’*, a low-power TV station 
pretending to be a radio station at the bottom of the FM dial, 
necessitating lying about the real frequency, which is analog TV 
channel 6 audio. I don’t notice any ch 6 video to go with it, tho my 
TV and my FM DXing are in separate locations. 


Consulting W9WI.com later, the one in Dallas is KZFW-LP, 3000 watts, 
programming E:Fn which means English: something, financial? So that’s 
wrong. Offset is minus, meaning frequency is really 87.74 MHz. Both my 
receivers, which are merely using their rod antennas at near ground 
level, agree it’s not really on 87.70, but hard to differentiate 87.74 
from 87.75. The DX-398 is definitely more sensitive for this than the 
PL-880, despite a bad antenna connexion degrading the DX-398 on HF. 
Approx. distance to Dallas is 400 km or 250 miles. 


Searching on the slogan I easily find their website, 
http://www.alientofm.com The name translates as breath, spirit, or 
encouragement, obviously an evangelical buzzword. 


There is also another station vying to capture the frequency, in 
English, at 1511 UT starting to gain as Aliento is gradually fading. 
Must be another tropo Franken-FM. By 1536 UT, Aliento is gone and I am 
still getting a bit of the other one, but too weak to copy. Seems to 
be talk by a man, occasional woman. A cursory check of lower FM 
frequencies does not find a match, in case it’s local overload. 


W9WI.com shows another ch 6 LP in nearby Arlington TX, KBFW-LP, 
licensed for 3 kW and CP for 300 watts. Arlington is awfully close to 
Dallas, between it and Fort Worth, so could both really be on the air? 
But as above, Aliento has advertiser in FTW too. 


I ask Doug Smith of W9WI.com about this and he replies, **The 300-watt 
CP is for conversion to digital. The KBFW coordinates are a fair 
distance from KZFW so yes, I think they can coexist. The FCC is far 
less optimistic about the coverage area of a TV station than most of 
us DXers are :) 


I also check the WIFDA FM Database, and it does list KZFW as a radio 
station, but not KBFW: 
KZFW-LP 87.7 DALLAS TX None 3.0 0.0 0.0 0.0 32-35-09 96-58-05 Spanish 
Aliento 87.7 Religion 


3.0 means kW ERP horizontal [not 300 watts as I misspeak on WOR 1825] 


with no vertical, really? and the other zeroes indicate unknown 
antenna heights. 


There are some others elsewhere in TX, beyond the known DX opening 
area. WTFDA DB has three other Texans on 87.7, not including 
Arlington, but San Antonio, Lubbock and Amarillo. And none in OK, KS 
or AR, tho there are a total of 27 around the US. Amarillo is also 
Spanish, Lubbock is rock, so that leaves maybe San Antonio, which is 
Christian, but only 500 watts (Glenn Hauser, Enid OK, WORLD OF RADIO 
1825, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Glenn, Not too much going on up here in Topeka, but glad to hear you 
have had some tropo. One other channel 51 that might make it into Enid 
is KHDS-LD from Salina, Kansas. I have seen it several times since the 
local (KC) ION station moved from channel 51 to channel 30. They 
repeat KAKE-TV (ABC) from Wichita. We lived in Anchorage, Alaska for a 
year (2011-2012) and I used to listen to "KNIK-FM" on 87.7. Their 
signal was strong but I was never able to get any video on channel 6. 
Even took a portable set up to close to their tower on the east side 
of Anchorage, but nothing. They told me they transmitted video of 
their control room. Would like to have seen that. They did ID the 
channel 6 call letters occasionally, but I don't recall what they 
were. 


I did have some strong tropo on March 11 from Oklahoma KSBI-23, KWTV- 
39, KOCB-33 and TBN on channel 15. Also Springfield, Tulsa area and 
Wichita with KDCU-31 overriding KCWE-31 the CW from KC. Somehow KNLC- 
14 from St. Louis also showed up (Dave Pomeroy, Topeka, Kansas, May 
12, WTFDA gg via DXLD) 


xx US A [and non?]. On my weekly radio program, The International 
Radio Report, on CKUT-FM in Montreal, and on the web at 

http: //www.ckut.ca Sundays at 10:30 am Eastern (1430 UT), co-host 
David Asselin and I often discuss the predictions of doom and gloom 
for radio as we know it. It seems that everywhere you turn someone out 
there is predicting that digital radio, on-line, streaming services, 
podcasts, satellite radio, etc., will replace standard AM and FM radio 
that the majority of us use every single day. To counter those 
stories, we like to report on stories that seem to prove the 
prognosticators wrong. 


I would venture to say that the majority of us CIDXers seldom sit on 
one single radio station for too long. The nature of DXing and radio 
monitoring that we do means that we turn the dial, push the buttons, 
etc.; whatever method necessary to move around the bands to listen to 
different stations. The following interesting report from Edison 
Research seems to prove that we are not alone! Enjoy. 


EDISON RESEARCH HACKS THE COMMUTER CODE: AM/FM LISTENERS SWITCH 22 
TIMES PER COMMUTE --- Via Edison Research & Tom Taylor Now newsletter 


Even as in-car audio use continues to evolve, Americans remain ibutton 
punchers.i Nearly 75% of those who consume audio in the car are likely 
to switch at least occasionally over the course of their commute. The 
average user of AM/FM radio switches the station 22 times per commute, 
while those using other platforms switch an average of 9.3 times per 


commute. 


Thatis just one of the findings of Edison Researchis iHacking the 
Commuter Code,i a first-of-its-kind national survey of those who 
commute 20 minutes or more daily, alone in a car or truck. New 
methodology from Edison allowed us to capture the actual, second-by- 
second behavior of commuters across the country. 


iHacking the Commuter Codei finds that there is a wide variance in 
behavior among in-car audio users, with results depending on age, the 
type of content being consumed (e.g., music vs. spoken-word), and 
access to streaming or satellite radio or integrated multi-media 
systems. 


There are also significant differences between types of users. 
iHacking the Commuter Codei identifies three discrete groups: 
? The Restless fA those who constantly switch (21% 

? The Seekers fA those who switch occasionally (52%) 

? The Keepers fA those who mostly stick one with choice (27% 

iHacking the Commuter Codei looks at how in-car audio users react to 
hearing commercials. But it also finds that listeners switch for a 
variety of reasonsonot just in reaction to commercial breaks, but also 
an ongoing quest for a better song. 


How the study was conducted: 


Edison conducted a national survey of 1,117 adults ages 18+ who are 
employed full or part time, commute to work at least twenty minutes in 
a car or truck they drive themselves, and listen to any type of audio 
(AM/FM radio, Streaming Internet Radio, CDs, digital audio files/MP3s, 
satellite radio, podcasts, etc.) during that commute. Edison recruited 
an additional 101 commuters nationwide and asked them to mount a GoPro 
camera in their cars and record their commutes. Both phases of this 
study were conducted in the fall of 2015 (via Sheldon Harvey, May CIDX 
Messenger via DXLD) 


xx US A. NPR One --- I donit often cover the USAis National Public 
Radio here because it doesnit have its roots in shortwave broadcasting 
(though it was long a staple of AFRTS offerings). As you might expect, 


NPR extensively covered the USAis political scene, but an app designed 
specifically for mobile device usage, NPR One, might be to your 
liking. It takes NPR content -- including stories that air during its 
news magazines such as Morning Edition and All Things Considered and 
strings them together in an audio stream that you can then control -- 
if you hear a segment you donit want to bother with, just fast forward 
to the end. The app ilearnsi what you like and dislike -- thereis an 
iInterestingi button along with the fast-forward button -- so you can 
avoid those subjects youire not interested in. 


In some ways I wish the app were more adjustable -- since it learns on 
its own, you might have less opportunity to rebalance your interests 
in case they change with the seasons. But, especially this time of 

the year, I find the app to be useful. The app does weave in 
spoken-word content from your ilocali NPR station, and generally 
begins a listening session with the hourly news summary. Itis 

actually cleverly done, overall - as NPR tries to navigate the tricky 
role of local stations in getting its content to listeners when a 
direct-to-audience option is also available (Richard Cuff, PA, The 
Case of the Missing May Easy Listening Column, NASWA yg via DXLD) 


xx US A. NOAA Weather Radio Voice --- Has anyone heard the new NOAA 
Weather Radio Voice? I am not so sure I like it -- it seems to have a 
hard time pronouncing some city names & sounds more robotic than 
"Perfect Paul". Also, for the first time, the Denver WX Radio is now 
IDing by call letters, something the Denver NWS office has always 
avoided because it takes up too much broadcast cycle space. What does 
everyone else think? (If you have the new system of course) (Paul 
Armani, CO, May 6, ABDX via DXLD) 


The old "Mr Roboto" voice has been gone or used sparingly for years. 
The newer voice is pretty good. The NWS is doing a trial on another 
newer voice. It's one step forward and two backwards (Powell NNNN E 
Way III, W40PW, ibid.) 


Why don't they just get a professional voice over actor / actress to 
read off a list of 20,000 place names and weather conditions, and have 
a computer string the word clips together into sentences? Work for a 
struggling artist, and better forecasts. Just an idea (Bruce Carter, 
ibid.) 


Multiply that by several different inflexions for each word to make 
them sound more or less normal when togetherstrung. The Weather 
Channel On The Eights is pretty good with that. But too often skipped 
during *‘documentaries’* (Glenn Hauser, DXLD)

"Starting January 2016, six sites across the nation were selected to 
begin testing a new system known as the Broadcast Message Handler 
(BMH), which features a new voice. These six test sites include 
offices at Greenville-Spartanburg, SC; Brownsville, TX; Omaha, NE; 
Portland, OR; Anchorage, AK; and Tiyan, GU. A nationwide 
implementation of the Broadcast Message Handler system is set to occur 
later this year, or early 2017." 


I noticed the new voice here right away, obviously, but it seems so 
vanilla. I've been used to hearing "Tom" and "Donna" for years now. I 
usually only hear "Paul" on KIH61 (my local) when IDs are given at the 
end of every 4-minute (time approximate) loop. I starting logging the 
NWRs here in July 2011, and I'm now up to 59 heard from 8 states. 
Hoping to add lots more now that the "season" has arrived. 73, (Rick 
Dau, South Omaha, Nebraska EN21af, ABDX via DXLD) 


I had heard this "voice" but didn't know it was new, just thought it 
was poorly adjusted. Its main problem (at least on Portland's NWR) is 
that the speech is way too slow. With many of the newer voices, speech 
gets choppy as it's sped up. But if it has to be this slow, it's a 
giant fail. In coastal areas, the cycle would take ten minutes, and 
I'd fall asleep the second the voice mentioned marine forecasts. -- 
(Rick Lewis, ibid.)

Apart from dropping winter channels 
such as 4980 and 5060 in favour of higher frequencies, this means that 
7260 runs full-time from 2300 to 1800. The winter schedule has that 
transmitter switch to 3950 at 1205. 


Try their weekly maintenance break on Tuesdays (UT) from 0800 to 1100.

UNIDENTIFIED. I would like to know just who is on 3210. First I heard 
iThis is American Voice Radio Network,i then iLyng Sat Galaxy 19 at 97 
Westi with a possible ID as WBCQ. The only station that I could find 
on that frequency was an outfit called Vintage FM which is actually on 
shortwave and apparently is located in a place called Razorba, near 
Sydney, Australia. This is a domestic service and is rather unlikely. 
The voices, male and female sound American and as a matter of interest 
the 97 West longitudes runs from Winnipeg to Houston, more or less. 
Could it be a satellite relay? Perhaps they are somewhere down that 
very long line. The programming sounds like generic US radio, with 
lots of talk, too. Any ideas? This was around 0325 and 0410 UT (Alan 
Rayment, 4630 Highway 3A, Nelson, BC V1L 6N2, The Square Peg, May CIDX 
Messenger via DXLD) 


Alan, AS you may not have heard, WBCQ is testing a new transmitter on 
90m, supposedly on 3250, but maybe was here on occasion. What was the 
date???? Or 3rd harmonic of some station on 1070? A possible harmonic 
would be the second thing I seek out. There is only one 1070 US 

station anywhere near you due to dominance of KNX over The Western US: 


KATQ, Plentywood MT, 5000/50 watts U1; or just CFAX Victoria? Check 
for a match. Or just a pirate. 73, (Glenn Hauser to Alan, via DXLD) 


There were two noted dates, 31 March and 1st April. Time was between 
0300 and 0400 UT. I don't think CFAX would ID themselves as American 
Voice Radio Network, and the reference to Galaxy 19 and LyngSat 
suggests that there maybe a_ satellite radio connection. The signal 
faded a bit (always at ID time!) but it did sound like WBCQ. So the 
transmitter test would be a good chance. I suppose we will have to 
wait and see what else may show up there. Thanks for the info. 73, (Al 
Rayment, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Alan, It occurs to me that you don’t mention any interference from 
3215, where WWCR is on the air. It’s very strong here but no doubt 
weaker out there. Any chance the frequency was really 3215? Their sked 
shows the ‘Financial Survival’ show at that time on weekdays, and they 
might well be on that satellite network; you could check for a matchup 
there if it was possibly 3215. Or listen to that the next night or 
three. 73, (Glenn to Al, ibid.) 


Glen[n], there was no interference from 3215 and both that and 3210 
were clear. I checked Google for American Voice Radio Network and 
found they say they are transmitting from Eagle Point, Oregon via the 
Galaxy 19 satellite system. Some religious, some health and some 
financial advice. A bit like Alex Jones. I don't yet have a schedule. 
0300 to 0400 more of less. I'm going to do a bit more digging on the 
web. 73, (Alan, ibid.) 


I do think you were listening to Financial Survival show, which is 
scheduled at that very hour on WWCR 3215; so some other transmitter 
put it also on 3210?? It’s also repeating at the same time on WBCQ 
7490, UT Tue-Sat 0300-0400. So it would have been convenient for WBCQ 
to put that audio on air for a test. That was a sesquimonth ago, so no 
reports of it on 3210 since, from you or anyone? 


From WBCQ program sked, linx to its website: 
http: //www.discountgoldandsilvertrading.net/radio-show/ 


which shows current date’s precious metals trading prices, but own 
sked info is TERRIBLY OUTDATED. If they can’t handle simple SW numbers 
like that, how can anyone trust them with °**financial survival’ *? WWCR 
not on 6875 for ages, and is on 9980, never 9880! nor WBCQ on 7415! I 
doubt they are on KCKN either, since format change to relay WWRV-1330 
NYC in Spanish religion. 


But the Galaxy 19 satellite and American Voices Radio linkage is 
there:

This is of course pushing precious metals, which if they are such a 
wonderful and vital investment, why are they selling them instead of 
buying and holding them??? F.S. does have a catchy themesong, which we 
hear just before WOR on WBCQ 7490, Wednesdays at 2059 UT. 


One more idea: I’ve found that WWCR frequencies often have spurious 
carriers in their sidebands, more obvious with BFO tuning. But they 
tend to cut on and off and jump around, with the same audio if any as 
on the center frequency. Comparing what you had on 3215 and 3210, if 
it was Financial Survival via WWCR, it should have been exactly the 
same audio synchronized. If it was F.S. via WBCQ it might not have 
been synchronized (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Glen[n], it has been a while since 3210/3215 has been heard, at least 
by me. Both were heard within minutes on the same evenings, 31 March 
and 1 April. Around 0410 UT. I could have listened to both frequencies 
on two different radios, never thought of that. I didn't think really 
that it would be necessary and usually it is not. Maybe I'll hear them 
again and go from there. 73, (Al, ibid.) 


Original report also gave an earlier time, 0325. At 0410, ‘Financial 
Survival’ would not be on WWCR or WBCQ (Glenn, ibid.) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 3390, At 1150, on 2 May, I am picking up a song playing 
with several female singers. This was followed by a female speaker 
coming on speaking briefly then an instrumental song played. At 1203 a 
new song started with a male singer came on so something is 
transmitting on this frequency. A new song started at 1205. A female 
speaker came on at 1209 then more music played. Audio is very poor and 
noise is high, Signal is S5. I am unable to hear a language well 
enough to presume. There is a station from Bolivia-Radio Emisoras 


Camargo listed on one of my skeds but I do not think it is active as 
it is not in the TBM as being heard. The Domestic Broadcasting Survey 
has no station heard on this frequency since Mar 2012. JBA (John 
Cooper, Lebanon, PA, Winradio-G33DDC, CommRadio CR-1a, SDR-1IQ, GAP- 
Hear It-In Line Module, Wellbrook ALA 1530S+, Wellbrook ALA 1530LN 
Pro, NASWA Flashsheet via DXLD) 


So this may well be a domestic harmonic 3 x 1130. 1200 UT is really 
too late for South America. Should check for possible // on 1130 tho 
the fundamental will probably not be audible (Glenn Hauser, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 6131, May 7 at 0126, very hi speed RTTY at S9, INTRUDING 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 7448-USB, May 7 at 0208, 2-way in Spanish including 
whistling, engine noise, something about ©‘don’t chew the bone’, a 
coded message? I hesitate to label these intruders, since it’s really 
all the US broadcasters which are intruding into the 7300+ kHz fixed 
band (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 9565, May 6 at 1306, open carrier/dead air at S7-S9, no 
jamming. Once again, best guess is Greenville-B checking transmitter 
for R. MartI but that doesn't start for another seven hours; or IBB 
Thailand, which has a Tibetan hour at 1600 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 11460-USB, May 6 at 1246, best axion here among the 
presumed Indonesian QSO pirates is from somebody singing; 1255 more 
talking, 1258 at least two singers competing. It seems these guys have 
no concept of “‘over’*, taking turns. But more and more US hams 
dispense with that courtesy, too, risking talkovers. Nothing much else 
lower except: 


11405-USB, May 6 at 1303, weak talk, and recognize one keyword, 
*“*komunikasi’* the Indonesian meaning of which is easily guessed 
correctly; then another one on 11410 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 12015, May 5 at 1404, S9+20 VG signal with gospel? rock, 
then guitar riffs like Jimi, then some vocal music in English, 1406 
cut to dead air, 1407:45* off the air, *1408:20 back on, with carrier, 
1409:20 resume rockmusic, live concert with applause, 1412:26 cut off 
the air again and stays off past 1420, 1442 when I quit monitoring. 


This was atop the pervasive RTTY on 12015, and so strong it had to be 
a US site, two of them with the oomph and flexibility to do this: WHRI 
and Greenville-B. Or maybe WRMI, but its 11565 aimed 315 degrees right 


at us, is weaker at only S9+10. Yet US stations prudently avoid this 
RTTY frequency, 12015. 


VOA often does transmitter tests about this time, on a frequency 
different than a later scheduled broadcast, but ought to be on same 
band, and nothing on 25m from GB except R. Marti already on 11930 from 
1400. No listings on 12015 account for this, and it’s certainly not 
Mongolia or North Korea (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


I'm not sure who to report this to since I've never received any 
transmission like this. I’ve tried everything in FLDIGI, Contexia, 
JT65 and all other modes.

RFI FROM HOUSEHOLD DEVICES, ROUTERS, MODEMS 


To the esteemed brain trust: I have interference from my cable modem I 
got from Charter Communications. The service is fine and fast but the 
interference is nasty on some frequencies within about 30 feet from 
the cable modem and wireless router. The wireless router is going to 
go because its older and its not fast enough plus it’s noisy. Bad 
noisy on the AM band. 


When I unplug the wireless router, the biggest part of the noise is 
gone but there is still a fair amount there. That's why I am looking 
for a quiet router. I want to make sure the router and the cables are 
not a problem before I scream about the cable modem being defective. 


First things first. This makes so much noise I can hear it on my 
outdoor antenna. That leaves me asking the question, what wireless 
router is fast and electrically quiet. I would be glad to hear some 
Opinions on this because thats the unit I am going to buy. 


Second things second: The cable modem is noisy but nothing like the 
wireless router. I plan on getting some new patch cords to go to the 
wireless router and the laptop I use in my office. I want to rule that 
out. So what Cat patch cords have the best shielding? 


If there is anything else I need to do to make sure none of my 
equipment is the major culprit, let me know. I don't know if I can 
kill all the noise that shows on various frequencies but I would like 
to knock it down as much as possible. 


If I didn't have a wife and daughter here I would just turn off the 
zip strip everything is plugged into and DX and not give a rat. That 
is not possible because its the cheapest and easiest. That is the way 
life always works (Kevin Redding, Crump, TN, ABDX via DXLD) 


Kevin and all other ABDXers plagued by RFI [pretty much everyone]: 


Sounds like you have isolated the various 'boxes' with respect to 
their contribution to the RFI ‘soup'. Have you also checked the 
various power supplies - likely variations on the wall-wart or baby- 
brick-on-a-wire variety. Sometimes the offender [or primary offender] 
is the power supply for the box and not the box itself. In your case, 
the power supply for the offending wireless router. An old pocket 
radio with low sensitivity makes a pretty good sniffer - hold it up to 


the wart or the brick and listen for mess on MW, and if present, see 
if it follows the wire leads - both to the power bar and to the device 
to be powered. Sometimes you can get lucky and replace the power 
supply with either a linear supply of the same voltage and equal or 
greater current capacity or a better engineered and implemented 
switcher. Switchers don't have to be bad, in fact they can be good, 
but cheapskate manufacturers often leave out RFI filtering components 
[except for special units sent to authorities for test / approval]. 


My fear is that a lot of TV and computer related 'boxes' [cable boxes, 
IP TV boxes, WiFi routers, ONTs etc.] are noisy beasts. Keep in mind 
too that the plague of RFI is now trashing the FM band too. Here in 
Canada, FM is the dominant band yet everything from LED traffic lights 
to LED street lights are wrecking havoc, often in a subtle, 
desensitizing way. Now, any FM signal below the 500 uv/m [0.5 mv/m 
contour] is pretty much missing as receivers are de-sensitized. I 
noticed a wopping change when the old sodium lights in my ‘hood were 
replaced with LED. The good news is AM is less noisy. 


I hear you about the wife and kids phenomenon - I could easily live 
without TV [although not without internet] but my wife and kids are 
addicted to TV [sometimes all the Food Network drivel and home reno 
drivel drives me nuts, but I just stick my nose in an old fashioned 
book about 1950s military aircraft and that is great therapy while 
being in the same room]. I'd cut the power to the TV/internet system 
late at night to DX, except they are always recording stuff with that 
darn Bell-Aliant fibre op harddrive thingie. I can't run my Drake TR-7 
higher than 50 watts without it messing up their recordings either. 


I'm sure you have the 120 volt end of these power supplies already 
well filtered - but even the best filters don't filter the ground wire 
- a consideration if there is a noisy power supply with a 3 wire cord. 


The very worst offender I encountered in my Bell-Aliant Fibre Op 
internet/TV setup was the power supply for the ONT [optical network 
terminal]. This big white box, which can also hold a small lead acid 
battery - but does not [as Bell-Aliant is too cheap] cranks out a ton 
of RFI that is filtered through the hot and neutral but not through 
the ground. Even an isolation transformer didn't work because the 
ground was still passed through. The solution was to take the 
isolation transformer box and put a choke [heavy wire to be safe] in 
series with the ground wire. When I say heavy, I mean heavy. Normal 
household 120 ground wire would be 14 gauge copper or 12 gauge 
aluminum so I used 12 gauge copper with a heavy jacket and wrapped 
that around a big 2 or so inch donut torroid. I felt that was safe as 
the power supply draws less than an amp :) You can also buy some good 
ready made stuff through a certain surplus store in Toronto [have no 
fear, they welcome USA customers too] at very fair prices. Link 


available on request. That made a huge difference in noise being 
distributed house-wide and beyond to the active antenna in the baby 
barn. 


It's also very possible to make a nice home-brew filter box by taking 
a plastic electrical box, running a heavy 3 wire extension cord 
through it [cut the cord first, lol] putting heavy duty chokes and 
caps in it, insulate, insulate, insulate and fuse protecting it [or 
breaker] well below 15 amp so if some non-radio person ‘borrows it' to 
plug in a heater, kettle, toaster etc. the fuse will pop or the 
breaker trip thus keeping the house from burning down. 


With such projects, always over-engineer for safety and avoid the 
‘that should be good enough' trap. Build it like a battleship, not a 
corvette [the ship, not the car, lol] 


You probably can't kill the RFI beast, but with effort, you may be 
able to tame it. 


Now, specific to the wireless router, I'm assuming WiFi here - to the 
extent that you can use one of your own choice [rather than be forced 
to use only the provided type] the solution might be to buy one and 
modify it - to keep the signals only going through the tiny antennas 
and not out through the case, through the power supply lead, through 
the 120 volt wiring etc. Just getting inside one of those boxes though 
would be very intimidating. 


Hopefully some good ABDXers can recommend some DX friendly routers 
that limit their RF output just to WiFi frequencies, and, just through 
the antennas (Phil Rafuse, PEI, May 9, ibid.) 


Just a quick observation. I don't have ANY specific or special RFI 
filtering or anything going on at my house. It is what it is and it is 
how it comes. My observation is that I have sat on the floor or on the 
bed in my bedroom and DXed without much interference from my anything. 
Mind you, my bedroom is right next to my wife's office. So the router 
is literally 5 feet away from me on the other side of the wall and 
it's just drywall with no insulation in between. I have wireless 
broadband for my internet, not a cable modem. There is a POE injector 
on the other side of the wall --- that injects the power into the 
Ethernet cable (which IS shielded) that runs from her office outside 
to the antenna on the roof. The cat5 cable that feeds the internet 
from the POE to the router is a plain jane nothing special non- 
shielded cat5 jumper and so is the one that goes from the router to 
her PC. Again, not much interference. 


In this day and age it's hard to avoid and get NO interference. I have 
almost all CFL bulbs in the house, plus some LED ones too. Still a few 


incandescents in a couple of track-lighting fixtures too. Honestly I 
am pretty impressed; interference could be a lot worse and WAS a lot 
worse at my other house. 


In my other house, we did have a "DirecTV Cinema Kit" box plugged in 
and I think that was on major source of interference; again either the 
box itself or the power supply for it. That box is gone now so that 
may have helped. 


The router I have is a buffalo. A Buffalo WHR300HP-2D. As Phil said; 
it's hard to know whether it's the router that is quiet or maybe if I 
got lucky and got a quiet 12V wall wart for it. The wart is just 2- 
wire; no ground and no ground prong. Very typical and average wall 
wart. The buffalo has no external antenna for the wifi; it's built-in 
on the inside. Good router. I have the same one here at my shop. I can 
turn on an AM radio here and, yeah, I get some interference but I got 
a whole page of electronic gadgets and devices that I have here in my 
shop. This is kinda RF hell. But when I unplug the Buffalo, nothing 
changes. So there's 2 votes for that router. It's pretty cheap too. I 
think it was only like 40 dollars or so (Michael n Wyo Richard, ibid.) 


Kevin, When it comes to RFI from routers/modems I've found that most 
of the noise comes from the wall wart and not the device itself. Mine 
are now on a battery backup system with a transformer based 
PS/charger. Changing from CAT5 to 5e and CAT6e for the longer runs 
brought the noise down to almost undetectable beyond a couple of Feet 
on the MW band using a DX-440 and the internal rod. We have a Motorola 
SG6580 modem/router/wireless and a D-Link Gigabit hub both running of 
the same PS. 


Oddly enough the noisiest gizmo in our house was the "smart" 
thermostat. It pretty much wiped out the MW band for DX in most of the 
house. Managed to find an old dual Mercury bulb type and that solved 
that situation. HTH (Tim Hills, Sioux Falls, SD, ibid.) 


Son of cable modem and wireless router interference 


Everyone gave me great ideas to deal with the noise. Here is what I 
have after farting around. I connected two Cat5e patch cables one from 
the modem to the wireless router, the other to my laptop directly from 
the wireless router. 


When the wireless router is unplugged, no noise. When the wifi is 
plugged in, noise. The noise is in time with the orange light that 
shows the units are talking. When the wireless router does not have a 
cable directly connected to the laptop, there is no change in noise. 


When the cable is directly connected to the laptop, it is dead ass 


silent electrically. A blue light flashes instead of the orange one. 


Now, I believe, but may be wrong, that Cat5e cables are shielded 
fairly well and I don't think the noise is radiating through the 
cables because they would emanate noise when directly coupled from the 
wifi to the laptop. This is not happening. 


I can't completely rule out the cable modem but I am at the point 
where I don't think that is the issue screwing with my radio and the 
noise is on several frequencies but one is on KMOX and I am not able 
to listen to the Cardinals and for me that sucks. Now I have XM and 
could listen to the games but that’s not the point. I know you all 
understand. DXers aren't all right in the head and we want to hear it 
direct from the source at our radio in the office 6 feet from the 
noisiest thing in the house. 


So. It looks like I am going to buy a wifi router. The one I have is 
an old Belkin unit from about 8 years ago. It is probably time. 


The cable modem is made by, or at least branded, Motorola. You would 
think it would be pretty good but if it came from China, who the hell 
knows what you are going to get. 


I gotta figure out around here where to find one of those Buffalo 
units if they are that quiet. Either that or I will try a Netgear one 
because that’s what I see around here waaaaaaaaaaay out in the sticks. 
I live in the country. In the redneck south. Hard to find stuff here. 


This is the stuff we all have to go through just to listen to AM 
radio. Are we nuts or what? Don't answer that (Kevin Redding, Crump, 
TN, May 11, ibid.)

Codenamed Proppy, it can now provide point-to-point predictions as 
well as area coverage maps. The system uses the new ITURHFProp engine. 
The site and software is experimental and the ultimate goal is to move 
the system on to the RSGB website (RSGB Propagation news 8 May via 
DXLD) 


As the season shifts toward Summer, you may notice some changes in 
HF propagation. For instance, on 15 meters from California to Japan, 
back at the Vernal Equinox you would see good strong signals, with 
openings beginning around 2100 UT and fading out around 0430. 

The path should be open 75-100% of the time from 2130-0300. But 

by the middle of this month you might see signals several dB lower 
and the path not as robust, with the probability of openings being 
more toward the 50-75% range. Openings would begin around 2000 and 
signals should start getting weaker after 0300 UT. 


On 40 meters over the same path at the Vernal Equinox (around March 
23) we would see the band start to open after 0630 with strong 
signals through the night until around 1530. But by the middle 

of May, the period that this path is open is much shorter, starting 
around 0830 and fading out after 1400. 


Looking the other direction, from California to Atlanta, Georgia 
during the Spring, the strongest 40 meter signals over that path 
would be between 0230-1200 UT. But by the middle of May that 
opening would shift to 0300-1030. 


You can play with these numbers yourself, varying seasons, locations 
and frequencies by using a propagation prediction program. A free 
one, W6ELprop, is available from K9LA. His web site is 
http://k9la.us/ and he has lots of useful information on radio 
propagation.

Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 02 - 08 May 2016 


Solar activity was low and only C-class flare activity was observed. 
Region 2540 (N21, L=068, class/area=Hrx/20 on 01 May) produced a C3 
flare at 02/0842 UTC which was the largest event of the period. 
Region 2535 (NO5, L=124, class/area=Hax/60 on 24 Apr) produced a C1 
flare at 04/1531 UTC that had an associated Type II radio sweep 


(est. shock speed 560 km/s) and coronal mass ejection (CME). This 
CME was first observed in LASCO/C2 coronagraph imagery beginning 
04/1412 UTC and likely arrived at Earth early on 08 May (see geomag 
section below for additional information). A pair of filament 
eruptions centered near N22E39 and N31E42 were observed in GONG 
imagery beginning at around 07/1515 UTC. The associated CME was 
first observed in LASCO/C2 imagery at 07/1648 UTC but analysis 
indicated that this CME was not Earth-directed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit reached 
high levels on 03-06 May and moderate levels on 02, 07-08 May. 


Geomagnetic field activity was at unsettled to G1 (Minor) 
geomagnetic storm levels on 02 May with quiet to active levels on 03 
May due to the influence of a negative polarity coronal hole high 
speed stream (CH HSS). Quiet levels were observed on 04 May and 
quiet to unsettled levels were observed on 05 May under a nominal 
solar wind regime. The onset of a positive polarity CH HSS caused 
quiet to G1 (Minor) storm levels on 06 May and quiet to active 
levels on 07 May. On 08 May G1-G3 (Minor-Strong) geomagnetic storms 
were observed and analysis suggested that a CME (likely from 04 May 
as mentioned in solar activity section) was embedded in a CIR 
preceding a negative polarity CH HSS. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 09 MAY - 04 JUNE 2016 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low (B-class flares) to low 
(C-class flares) levels throughout the outlook period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to reach very high levels on 10-13 May and high levels on 
09, 14, and 30 May-02 Jun. Moderate flux levels are expected for the 
remainder of the period. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be reach G3 (Strong) 
geomagnetic storm levels on 09 May and G1 (Minor) storm levels on 10 
May due to the influence of a negative polarity coronal hole high 
speed stream (CH HSS). G1 (Minor) storm levels are likely on 20 May 
due to the influence of a positive polarity CH HSS as well as on 29 
May and 04 Jun due to the influence of negative polarity CH HSSs.

quiet to unsettled on May 13, 21, 23 - 25 

mostly quiet on May 14, 18, 22, 29, 31 

quiet to active on May 15, 19 - 20 

quiet on May 16 - 17, 26 - 28, June 1 

active to disturbed on May 30 


From SWPC in Boulder: Geomagnetic field activity reaching G1 (Minor) 
storm levels are likely on May 20 with A and K indices of 15 and 5; as 
well as on May 29 at 25 and 5, Jun 4, 30 and 5. Lowest A’‘s and K's of 
5 and 2 on May 14, 17, 18, 22, 23, 25, 26, 27, 31 and June 1. Solar 
flux dropping from a peak of 95 on May 15 to a trough of 82, May 18- 
22. 


Be on the lookout for sporadic E reaching the lower TV channels and FM 
all week. 


William Hepburn’s VHF UHF DX maps show extreme tropospheric ducting 
May 13 and 14 off Baja California; May 18 further south along the 
coast of Mexico; off the coast of Angola May 14, extending to Namibia 
from the 15th. Extreme to extremely extreme all week along the Red Sea 
and across the Arabian Sea (via DXLD) 4HHE
